Guides of Glendalough 


Long-Lived Guides 


With their other excellent qualities, the 
guides of Glendalough have been renowned 
tor their longevity. 

The first of these guides of whom 
mention is made was called Darby 
Gallaloo. and it is said that he was 
almost 107 years old when he died. Other 
long-lived guides were George Wynder and 
Miley Doyle, or Miley the Fish. These 
two might have lived much longer but for 
their efforts to be first in the field on the 
arrival of tourists. Wynder ran after a 
ear-load of visitors when he had long 
passed the age at which such athletic 
exercises are suitable. Old Miley Doyle 
is said to have leaped a fence in order 
to reach more quickly a waiting group of 
strangers. 

In Ireland, at any rate, guides almost 
invariably live to a good age. A mental 
review of those guides with whom one has 
come in contact will establish this fact. 
Probably fresh air has a great deal to do 
with it; for a guide is seldom indoors, 
summer or winter. Even during the 
winter months some tourist may wander 
that way, and must find a welcome fram 
the man whose job is to ' put him wise.’

| Foreig n Legion's Centenary. 


T am told that the famous Foreign 
Legion is one hundred years old this 
month. It was inaugurated in March, 
1831, principally to utilise the services of 
the numerous réfugees who went fo 
France following the reaction throughout 
Europe of the Revolution of 1830. Re- 
cruits were enrolled for foreign service 
only, and in August, 1851, seven 
battalions of eight companies apiece left 
France for Algeria, which has been the 
headquarters of the Legion ever since. 
The romance of this service has been the 
theme of historians, novelists and poets. 
Princes and ex-convicts have served in it 
shoulder to shoulder. Men who loved 
adventure or had a criminal past to hide 
or who were ‘‘ Jost to love and honour and 
done with hope and “truth,” joined the 
Legion wn account of the attractions 
which it offered in all their cases. 
Physical fitness was—and is—the only 
qualification, and no embarrassing ques- 
tions are asked. For the most part, the 
Legionnaire has nothing to lose but life. 
On his flag is inscribed the word 
‘ Vaiour,”’ in place of “ Country ”’; for 
the Foreign Legion recruits its soldiers 
from all corners of the world. Once ina 
shil; a Legionnaire may die in the desert, 
whereupon a warship will come to that 
coast and fetch his remains to his native 
country. Such was the case in November, 
1897, when a German cruiser fetched home 
the body of Albrecht Frederic, cousin of 
Prince Henry of Prussia and of the 
Kaiser. 


Aq Literary Gvent.

LETTER FROM SIR WILLIAM 
WHEELER. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—Almost every few days a warning 
note is sounded in the Press with regard to 
the dangers to the public, and especially to 
the children, of an unclean milk supply. 
Professor Moorhead, as reported in to-day s 
issue of the /rish Times, calls attention once 
again to this urgent question. It may be of 
interest to know that during the general 
election in England, in December, 1918, 
mublie anxiety was aroused from the 
aowledge that unclean milk was being dis- 
tributed in the London area. I have before 
me The Times of December 9th, 1918. The 
following letter appears over my name. The 
references to the milk supply te London, at 
that time, apply now, in a large measure, to 
the Irish Free State :'— 
LONDON MILK i 
Síg.—T wonder if those members of the public 
who have read Lord Knutsford’s letter in your 
issue of to-day asking fer funds to pay the milk 
bill of the London Hospital grasp the importance 
of his statement that he “cannot get anywhere 
milk free, or anything approaching free, of living 
organisms.” The need for a yore water supply to 
the community is happily and fully realised; yet 
how paradoxica! to insist npon a supply of that 
invaluable commodity whilst milk, impure and 
Joaded with tubercle bacilli, continues to be served 
broadcast te an unsuspecting public? Is it 
generally realised that children are exposed to a 
deadly péril by drinking contaminated milk, and 
that a large proportion of these crippled and dying 
from tubercnlosis in these islands have contracte 
the disease from this source?

COAST EROSION AT ROSSLARE. 
IO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—-I see by an announcement in the 

Press that the Government intend to spend 
£1,500 at Rosslare in an attempt to prevent 
coast erosion, and the method to be adopted 
is that of constructing groynes. 1 have no 
doubt that the Chief Engineer of the Board 
of Works has some very good reason for 
adopting this method, and groynes may have 
been built at Rosslare which have proved 
their success. Groyning has been successful 
as a means of coast protection at a number 
of places on the east coast of England, but 
I know that groynes were used on the two 
and a half miles of coast between Killiney 
and Bray and moved useless, and the railway 
had to be diverted in 1919. Also on the one 
and a half miles of coast between Bray 
Head and Greystones a’ much larger sum 
than £1,500 has been spent on groynes, and 
in the last thirty-eight years the railway 
has been twice moved inland, and a number 
of houses have been washed away. Imme-. 
diately south of Greystones Railway Station 
is one of the most exposed sections of the 
railway and the nearest to the sea. Thousands 
of pounds have been expended here on 
groyning, which has been proved absolutely 
futile. 

About fourteen years ago the then engineer 
of the Dublin and South-Eastern Railway 
began to lay down large rubble and building 
concrete blocks—in other words, a break- 
water—and the Great Southern Railways are 
continuing that work. This method of coast 
defence has proved to be completely success- 
ful, and 1 think that I am correct in stating 
that in the last fourteen years there has been 
no stoppage of traffic by a wash-out on this 
section of the line. In the face of this 
practical demonstration of the two methods 
of coast defence 1 think that very careful 
consideration should. be given as to which of 
the two methods should be adopted before 
any public money is spent at Rosslare.—

Estate of £30,000 
Involved. 


From Ovr Own ConRRESPONDENT. 


BELVAST, Friday. 
N application was made in the King’s 

A Bench, Belfast, to-day in connection 
with a £30,000 estate. The plaintiff 
is Sarah Jane Gallagher, of 282 Antrim road, 
Belfast, a niece of the deceased, Mary 
M'Garry, and she seeks to establish a will of 
the deceased woman made on November 16, 
1929, by which she is sole legatee. The de- 
fendant, Mr. Louis A. Kennedy, solicitor, 7 
Donegall street, Belfast, as surviving 
executor under a former will, opposes the 
will on the statutory grounds, and also of 
forgery, and sets up an earlier will, under 
which the deceased woman left her estate, 
subject to small legacies, to various Roman 
Catholic charities. The present application 
was made x plaintiff that defen give 
further and better particulars of his allega- 
tions against the will proposed to be proved 
by plaintiff. 

ir. E. S. Murphy, K.C., M.P., for the 
plaintiff, said that she was the niece and 
universal legatee and executrix of the last 
will of Mary M'Garry, Antrim road, Belfast, 
who died on January 4 last, and the last will 
of the deceased woman, which the plaintiff 
set up, was dated November 16, 1929. Under 
that will the testgtrix left the whole of ber 
estate to the plaintiff, her niece, and consti- 
tuted the plaintiff her sole executrix. The de. 
fendant vA the surviving executor of an 
¢arlier will, dated September 21, 1925, and 
the defendant set up the earlier will, with two 
codicils executed on the same day. It was 
curious that the codicils should be executed 
on the same day that the will made made. 
Under that will his client, the plaintiff, got 
a legacy of £1,000. 

The Lord Chief Justice—Is the estate 
valuable? 

Mr. Murphy said that it was valuable— 
probably between £20.000 and £30,000. 

Continuing, counsel said that his client got 
£1,000 under the will. There were also 
legacies of £50 each to the two executors, 
the present defendant, and Josephine Savage, 
how. Ceopeted. Subject to those small 
legacies, he rest of the estate was divided 
for certain religious and charitable purposes— 
£500 for Masses, £100 for the poor of White- 
house, and the residue was divided between 
the Mater Hospital, Belfast: the St. Vincent 
de Paul Society, the Roman (Catholic 
Diocesan Orphan Society of Down and 
Connor, and the Sisters of Mercy, Crumlin 
road, Belfast. Under the codicils. £100 was 
left to the parish priest of Holywood for 


Masses. 
“ A PLEA OF FORGERY.” 

The last will which was set up, of 
November 16, 1929, was witnessed bv Mr. T. 
K. Alexander, solicitor, and ‘Mr. Ambrose 
Flynn. The defence raised the three ordinary 
issues—not duly executed. not of sound mind, 
memory and understanding; not knowing 
and epproving of contents: amd also, that 
the will 

by any other person under her direction. 
Thgt was a plea of forgery, and nothing less. 
It was pleaded in addition to the ordinary 
plea that the will was not duby executed, 
and in addition the plea of undue influence. 
The plaintiff, faced by that plea, as against 
a will witnessed by: a solicitor amd a second 
witness, applied in the first instance by notice 
on 26th February last for particulars of that 
plea, and asked for further and better par- 
ticulars—the name of the person by whom the 
will of Mary M‘Garry was signed, and 


secondly the place where the alleged signature | between the 


was appended. In answer to that they got 
a reply that the plaintiff was not entitled 
to demand the name of the person who 
signed the will, and that as reganded the 
place where it was signed, it was at the 
house of Mary M‘Garry, 282 Antrim road. 
Therefore, the defendant who set up a 
previous will definitely refused to say who 
committed the forgery. 

The Lord Chief Justice—Suppose he does 
not know? 

Mr. Murphy said that might be a different 
proposition, su ing he satd that he did not 
know. ' The plaintiff would then be able to 
come in and say if the defendant did not 
know he should not have pleaded forgery. 

_ The Lord Chief Justice—Suppose the will 
Is produced and he has an expert to sav 
that it is not her handwriting? ! 

Mr. Murphy said that he was not faced 
with that case. It was a very different set 
of circumstances. 


AN UNUSUAL CASE. 

Mr. John M’Gonigal, K.C., for the defend 
ant, said that the case was not the usual 
one. The deceased lady had been under his 
lordship’s care, and had been found to be a 
junatic. 

Mr. Murphy objected to the facts beinz 
gone into unless by affidavit. 

Mr. M‘Gonigal said that he could surely 
tell the judge that Mrs. M‘Garry had been 
under his cate for a vear. His lordship would 
quite understand that the defendant did not 
put in that plea without considering it with 
the very garvest care and examining the 
ortginal will, and making up their minds 
that it was a necessary " á in the circum- 
stances. The notice served upon him had 
asked the name of the person by whom it 
was alleged to be signed and the place of 
signature, and did not ask, as in the notice 
of motion now, for the time it was signed. 
If the plaintiff had asked for that. she would 
have got it. The defendant had no objection 
to telling the time it was signed and where, 
but he objected to tell them by whom :t 
was signed, because that would be disclosing 
the name of a witness.

One local furniture-making firm secured a 
big order from University College, Dublin. 
The same firm also effected several other sales, 
none of which was less than forty guineas. 

The Ardfinnan Woollen Mills, Tipperary, 
sold the contents of their stall. The Cork 
firm of Messrs. E. Ryan and Co., soap and 
candle manufacturers, also were successful in 
booking big orders. One purchaser bought 
their entire exhibit. 

In conversation with the General Secretary, 
Mr. Joseph Spencer, past President of the 
Chamber of Commerce, I was informed that 
all round business has exceeded that of the 
exhibition of eighteen months ago 

A local firm of sweet makers has heen 
working at high pressure manufacturing pro 
ducts at their stall. These were sold out so 
rapidly that in addition to what was made 
there they had to call on the warehouse to 
meet the demand. One local industry, basket- 
making, carried on by Waterford ex-Serviee 
men, has exceeded all anticipations Indeed, 
every stall-holder with whom I spoke was 
optimistic as to the outcome of the exhibition. 
The only drawback in connection with the 
event is the lack of space in the otherwise 
commodious Town Hall. One exh'bitor told 
me that he could easily have utilised ‘six 
times the space at his disposal. 

So thick was the crowd in the Hall last 
night that a one-way traffic had to be inst!- 
tuted to enable sightseers to move about. 
Queues waited for hours before they could 
obtain admission to the historical section 
which is the feature of this year’s attractions. 
Particular interest was shown in the collection 
of old Waterford glass, which is the largest 
of the kind ever seen together in this countrv.

The whole Irish team played at Lansdowne 
road in a way that convinced me that only 
an exceptionally brilliant side will beat them. 
Wales may have such a side for to-day’s 
game, but their narrow win over Scotland 
does not suggest it. 


M‘MAHON WILL BE MISSED. 

The Irish eight will come into to-day’s 
game with the added experience of the 
Scottish match, and, under the capable 
leadership of George © Beamish, will, 
I ievé, et the better oí the 
Welsh pack. That is all that is required; 
for we kave already seen enough of our backs 
to kmow that they can, at least, hold any 
other set of international backs playing at 
the present time. McMahon, of course, will 
be missed, but we are lucky to have such a 
capable sul-stitute as M. Crowe, who played 
better at Lansdowne road then most people 
gave him credit for having done. Since 
we have heen hearing -great accounts 
of the teams we h to meet during 
the season and, having played’ them, 
discovered they are no better than 
our .own, we must have doubts about the 
Welshmen, too, until we see how they fare 
against Ireland.

SOLID GROUNDS FOR ARGUMENT 

I prefer the solid grounds provided by the 
matches with England and Scotland to shift- 
ing sands, which must be the foundation 
for any conclusions based upon games with 
France. 

In common with many Rugby enthusiasts, 
I have heen privileged to see all this season’s 
international sides in action, and, while not 
at all averse to finding that Ireland and 
Wales are countries to be represented in 
what is virtually the final for the champion- 
ship, I think it is safe to conclude that 
neither wonld have reached the positions of 
eminence they enjoy if any of the other 
countries had been able to produce pivotal 
men with decided cleverness in attack, or 
capacity for evading the attentions of the 
wing forwards. 


MARK SUGDEN’S ‘* DUMMY.” 

Years ago im the good old days that are 
often referred to, a match between Ireland 
and Wales invariably became a contest ior 
sipremacy between the combined attacks of 
the Welshmen and the almost reckless im- 
petuosity of the Irish forwards. Those 
distinctive characteristics exist no longer, and 
but for the contrast in the colours of the 
jerseys, it would be well-nigh impossible to 
tell which set of players was representative 
of a particular country. . Le 
Indeed, in the mere mechanical aecaracy 
of handling the ball, a sphere in which the 
Welshmen were formerly supreme, the advan-

“dummy” than from any openings which 
Paul Murray or his centres may make. 

Wales, on the ather hand, has a collection 
of men in pivotal positions who .are ever 
ready, perhaps too ready, to take the risks 
involved in making a determined individual 
dash. Powell, Davey, and Frank each 
rejoice im solo work, and do it quite well; 
but it is in linking up, in giving of accurate 
passes, and the taking of imaccurate ones, 
that they have been deficient in previous 
games. That has meant that two splendid 
scoring wings, Boon and Morley, have had to 
ferego their opportunities. 

Assuming, however, that the rival back 
divisions are equally blessed in the matter of 
possession, the bilities are that the 
direct and forceful methods employed by the 
key men in the Welsh attack (and I am 
assurmng. too, that Murray and Ralph will 
sneceed in cancelling each others efforts) 
will win more points than the colourless, if 
acenrate, handling of the Irish backs. 

The Welsh forwards were mainly respon- 
sible for the heavy scoring against France. 
Can they repeat that work against the Irish- 
men, even in a lesser degree’? No one is more 
conscious than the individual members of 
the Welsh pack of the fact that the opposition 
which will offered to them by the Irish 
forwards will be’ infinitely sterner than that 
which thev overcame in the French match, 
but the Welsh forwards must. derive con- 
fidence from the knowlédge that they have 
not met their equals this season. 

With D. R. James to do the hooking, and 
W. Day available to deputise for him if the 
necessity arises, Withers, the frish hooker 
(who is scarcely an imternational forward, 
apart. from his hooking), will require all the 
support which his colleagues in the scrum- 
mages can give him, for the Welsh forwards 
pack solidly, and have all the weight and 
strength amy pack could desire.

Laval’s Administration seems to be doing 
uncommonly well. Yesterday it achieved an 
unexpected triumph when a motion of no 
confidence was defeated in the Chamber by 
460 votes to 120. Only the Socialists and 
the Communists voted against the Govern- 


| ment, and M. Laval’s victory over his 
opponents was complete. The matter 
| arose during the Budget debate, which 


lasted, without a stop, for twenty-three 
hours. Although there was a certain 
amount of criticism of the Budget figures, 
little direct opposition was offered to M. 
Flandin’s proposals, and the Budget was 
passed eventually without much trouble. 
The Government's enemies, however, made 
a determined effort to defeat it in con- 
nection with a proposal to vote a subsidy 
of 6,500,000 francs to the Aeropostale Com- 
pany. This company is responsible for the 
air services between France, Senegal and 
South America, and has done some very 
valuable work for French flying. Re- 
cently, however, it became entangled in 
and as a direct 
result three Frénch banks were forced to 
suspend payment last week. Furthermore, 
M. Flandin, the Finance Minister, 
formerly was advisory counsel to the com- 
pany, and its collapse was seized by the 
Government's enemies as an excellent 
opportunity to make mischief. After the 
preliminary skirmishes in the Chamber 
the debate resolved itself into a direct 
attack on M. Flandin, who was defended 
staunchly by the Premier. Throughout 
ths early hours of yesterday morning the 


Government's fate hung in the balance. 
The Premier, however, seems to be a master 
of parliamentary tactics. He handled the 
debate with remarkable skill, and secured 
a handsome majority. The Budget now is 
reasonably safe. It must be passed by the 
Senate before April 1st, and that august 
body may find some difficulty in complet- 
ing its work in time. The settlement of 
the Aeropostale Company s affairs, how- 
ever, has rid the Government of one of its 
most serious preoccupations. If—as now

Trinity College Railings. 


On another page we print a copy of 
the letter in which the Provost of 
Trinity College regrets the Board’s in- 
ability to grant the Dublin Corporation's 
request for a curtailment of the College 
railings. Our relief is great, and it is 
enhanced by the knowledge that this sound 
decision was taken only after long and 
careful deliberation. Indeed, it could have 
been justified on the ground of beauty 
alone ; fér it is the task of those to whom 
beauty has been entrusted to preserve it 
for posterity against the fleeting claims 
of material benefit. The statues of Burke 
and Goldsmith, the work of an Irishmen. 
are not, in the larger sense, the property 
of Trinity College; they belong to the city 
and to all Ireland. If these are moved 
back hard against the wall, they will fulfil 
their proper functions no longer; like the 
frescoes in the Santa Sophia mosque, they 
will exist, but their message to culture 
will be interrupted until again they are 
allowed to be seen by the passer-by as 
they were meant to be seen. The 
Provost's letter, however, shows that such 
considerations, however adequate in them- 
selves, were not the sole prompters of the 
Board's refusal. No petulant negative 
confronts the Lord Mayor, but a reasoned 
exposition of the real extent of the traffic 
congestion in College Green and Nassau 
street, with its probable causes. There is 
no certainty, as the Provost points out, 
that the withdrawal of the railings would 
secure the desired result. On the contrarv, 
while authority permits the stoppage of 
trams at the corner of Nassau street and 
Grafton street, and the parkihg of hackney 
vehicles along the Nassau street hazard, 
little improvement can be expected.

The possibility of arriving at a settle- 
ment seems to be as remote as ever, for 
the Dublin Master Builders’ Association, 
in their reply to the Businessmen’s pro- 
posals, stated that they were prepared to 
enter into conference with the repreenta- 
tives of the trade unions in an endeavour 
to arrive at a settlement, but they have 
also added that they could not accept the 
recommendations as a basis of a settle- 
ment without modification. 

It seems that if the trade unions and

HE text of the new Town Tenants Bill 
will be issued within the next few 
days. The measure has been long ex- 
pected, but when one 1emembers the 
extraordinary complexity of the question 
and the number of difficulties which it 
presents, the delay in issuing the bill can 
easily be explained. 

The Executive Council has already had 
the text before it and approved of its pro- 
visions, and 1 aa that a Cumann 
na nGaedheal Party meeting, held at 
Leinster House in the last few days, also 
approved of it. Its ear.y issue may, 
therefore, be expected. 


THE THREE P’S. 

It is probable that the tenants will be 
given, in some modified form, the three 
Free which they sought—namely, 
air rent, fixity of tenure and free sale. 
There will still be retained some form of 
rent control. An ungqnalified acceptance 
of the principle of fixity of tenure at a 
fair rent could not, accerding to the 
report of Mr. Justice Meredith's Com- 
mission, be considered. That Commis- 
sion, which sat for about eighteen months, 
finally reported in 1928. 

The committee found difficulty in 
defining in any general terms what is a 
fair rent. 

“We have no hesitaticn.” the com- 
mittee says, “ in recommending that, on 
the one hand, the tenant , claim. in re 
spect of abatements should be fairly and 
even generously considered, but that, on 
the other hand, the tenant should be 
strictly pinned down to definite abate- 
ments, determinable on an_ intelligent 
basis and capable of assessment, with 
reasonable precision, by expert valuers. 
The principal and most obvious abate- 
ment which a tenant can generally claim 
to have allowed is one in respect of any 
permanent improvements which he has 
effected.’’ 


LETTING VALUE. 

The fact that the letting value of a 
holding during a long lease may be in- 
creased, might be due as much to the 
enterprise of the occupying tenants as 
to that of the landlord. 

The bill will provide a court to con- 
sider all the questions which will inevit- 
ably arise as in the old Law Courts. In 
this case, however, it is probable that the 
existing District Courts and Circuit Courts 
will be given jurisdiction under the new 
bill. The measure will also provide for 
facilities for the making of building bases.

GOVERNMENT SPEED-UP 
EFFORT FAILS.

Y way of aperitif, as it were, before 
another heavy meal of Land Bill, 
1930, Dail Eireann, on resuming yester- 
day morning, polished off a little bill to 
enable our representatives abroad to act as 
Commissioners for Oaths, and another 
little measure called the Plate Assay 
(Amendment) Bill. 

Under the existing law any enterprising 
gentleman who plays tricks with the hall- 
marks of gold and silver plate, or 
indulges in similar nefaricus practices, is 
liable to transportation, and, with 
emigration '“ sapping the life blood of the 
country.’ as Fianna Fail would say (and, 
as Mr. Roddy agrees), it is felt that‘ even 
people of this depraved type should be 
retained in the Free State and n “ 
useful—in Mountjoy or elsewhere. 


DISSECTION OF A SECTION, 


Refreshed and invigorated by tossing 
these trifles through second reading, the 
House fell tooth and nail upon Amend- 
ment Number Eighty to the Land Bill in 
Committee. This amendment, which was 
moved on the previous night by Mr. 
Roddy, Parliamentary Secretary for 
Lands, introduced a new section into the 
bill, providing that the Court, in fixing 
compensation on the basis on which 
resumption prices had hitherto been fixed, 
might include compensation for disturb- 
ance and damage. 

Fianna Fail objected. They felt that 
this sort of thing should have been done 
on the second reading. Furthermore, it 
introduced a new principle of compen- 
sation in their opinion, and was most 
decidedly not an improvement. In fact, 
Mr. Cleary, the Fianna Fail member for 
Mayo North, went so far as to say “ it is 
killing any good in this rotten Land Bill.”’ 


‘CROCODILE TEARS.” 


Mr. Cleary made one of the best speeches 
that have been made on the bill in Com- 
mittee. Even though it was not possible 
to agree with a good deal of what he said. 
it was a first-class fighting speech. and it 
was evident that, like Mr. Derrig (who 
might be said to be “in charge of the 
bill’’ for the Opposition), he knew his 
subject thoroughly. . 

The Government Party, and Mr. Gorey 
in particular, came in for seme very 
hard knocks from this man from the West. 
Among other things, he described them as 
‘weeping crocodile tears at the -cross- 
roads ' for woes of the congest. He said 
that the Government Front Bench was 
‘“ tied down to the landlords,’’ and treated 
the House to a quotation from “ John 
Bull's Other Island.” to the effect that 
“when the landlords went a worse ty 
would come.”’ ‘“I never thought,” * 
said sadly, “ that we would find an Irish 
Parliament causing George Bernard 
Shaw's prophecy to be fulfilled in this 
island. '' 


TOREADOR! 


Mr. Gorey. in this matter of the Land 
Bill, seems to play the part of picador 
to the more éxcitable members of the 
Opposition. His lightest word lashes 
them into feverish speeches, and he has a 
habit of planting barbed interjections 
into the middle of their most impassioned 
speeches, like one hurling banderillos at 
a charging bull. 

Yesterday he played his accustomed 
part with zest. and Fianna Fail retorted 
by saddling him with most of the sins 
which they usually attribute to the 
Government leaders and the landlords. 
His old adversarr, Mr.-Corry, appealed to 
the Deputy Speaker to do something to 
stop the interjections of the Government 
member for Carlow-Kilkenny, but Mr. 
Morrissey appeared to think that Mr. 
Corry himself was largely to blame. 


AMUSING, BUT— 


When Mr. Corry dwelt upon the harsh 
laws which had driven his father to join 
the Roval Irish Constabulary, “in order 
to support sixteen that were younger than 
himself,’’ Mr. Gorey countered by proudly 
declaring that he was the son of an 
evicted tenant. 


MINISTER'S SHOCK TACTICS. 


Upon a division, the Government 
amendment was carried bv seventy-four 
votes to forty-two. The next few amend- 
ments were quickly disposed of, and a very 
small House was discussing Number 
eighty-nine at five minutes to two, when 
the Minister for Lands threw a bombshel! 
into the placid proceedings by rising to 
suggest that the Dail should not rise at 
two o'clock, as usual, but should continue 
to sit until all the remaining amendments 
had been dealt with. ó 

Only nine other amendments remained 
on the sheet, and, with luck, they might 
have been cleared off in ten minutes 
(though it is not safe to count on anv- 
thing like that happening in Dail 
Eireann; but Mr. Derrig did not want 
them cleared off yesterday, as it would 
mean that the Report Stage of the bill 
would be taken next week, and it wouid 
be impossible in the time, he pointed out, 
to have the second batch of amendments 
ready for that stage. 


THE PRESIDENT LAUGHS, 


President Cosgrave and the Minister for 
Finance had slipped into the House just 
before Mr. Fionan Lynch sprang his 
surprise, and, when Mr. Derrig declared 
that he did not see why his party should 
facilitate the Government, the President 
laughed. 

“ Oh.” he said, “it is not the Govern- 
ment that is being facilitated ; make your 
mind easy about that.” | 

However, as the House could not sit 
bevond two o'clock on a Friday, unless 
both parties agreed to do so, and, as Mr. 
Derrig would not give way, the Deputy 
Speaker announced the adjournment, and 
we rose to fight another dav on all the 
issues involved in the Land Bill. It is a 
matter for congratulation that the 
Opposition has put the bill in charge 
of a man so well-versed in the subject as 
Mr. Derrig. who is generally liked in the 
House, and has conducted his side of 
the case throughout with moderation and 
business-like ability. One shudders to 
think what might have happened other- 
wise.

A ‘‘RECORD”’ crowd is expected at

THE REAL TEST OF ITS 
VALUE.

open the British Empire Trade Exhibition 
in Buenos Aires, and thus carry out the 
chief purpose of his long tour with Prince 
George through South America. The 
exhibition is at once a great opportunity 
and a critical test for British industry. 
British trade in the Argentine is still 
enormous, but relatively it has declined, 
and it seemed at one time as if this relative 
decline must be progressive. In the last 
few years, however, repeated warnings 
against a fatalistic acceptance of what was 
not necessarily the inevitable have had a 
salutary effect. The convincing assurances 
that we might secure a much larger share 
of one of the friendliest markets in the 
world have been heeded. 

Those who sought to persuade our manu- 
facturers that British trade with Argentina 
could be substantially increased—if suit- 
able and adequate methods were adopted— 
had the support of the great Argentine 
exporting industries. Great Britain is 
Argentina's largest customer, and the 
cattle-raisers and the corn-growers, and 
the exporters of meat and wheat, recog- 
nise that, if they do .ot buy more of our 
goods, we might not be able to continue 
to take their protects in the present vasé 
quantities. Their neat motto, ' Buy from 
those who buy from us, 18 an expressive 
invitation to British industry. It is one 
of the many indications that Argentina is 
ready to buy more from ua if their people 
are offered the right goods. Unquestion- 
ably there is a genuine desire for co-opera- 
tion in trade, and the Exhibition to be 
opened to-day owes its existence to that 
friendly sentiment. 


INDUSTRY'S CHANCE. 


Industry has thus seized its chance to 
show its wares, and it may be confidently 
assumed that they will stand the pre- 
liminary test of exhibition, but the real 
test remains. Will this unique oppor- 
tunity be properiy followed up? British 
goods are of the highest quality, but, 
without a proper study of the prospective 
buyers’ nedes and idiosyncrasies they 
cannot be sold. If when the goods 
on the stands have spoken for themselves, 
the proper methods are taken to sell them, 
the exhibition should be of great and last- 
ing benefit; but, if insufficient attention 
is paid to Argentine requirements as they 
will be revealed at the exhibition, and if 
insufficient energy is shown afterwards in 
the business of selling and in the provision 
of service, the whole enterprise may do 
more harm than good. 

yrs gee: of the failure of British firms 
to study their markets have long become 
commonplace. The demonstrations of en- 
thusiasm with which the Prince of Wales 
has been received in Argentina—as, indeed, 
in all the Republics he has visited —ensure 
a good send-off for the exhibition. Its 
effects in the future must depend on the 
degree of wisdom shown in following it up.

The Provost of Trinity College, on 
behalf of the Board, has addressed the 
following letter to the Lord Mayor of 
Dublin :— 

Trinity College, Dublin, 
March 10th, 1931. 
The Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, 
The Mansion House, Dublin. 


My pear Lorp Mayor,—The proposals 
put forward by you on behalf of the 
Corporation of Dublin were carefully con- 
sidered by the Board of Trinity College 
at three meetings, including one specially 
convened for the purpose. 

You may be assured that the College is 
always anxious to lend its help in schemes 
for the general benefit of the city. As an 

i, example, I may re- 
cá mind you that when 
we were asked some 

vears ago to allow a 
‘ widening of the 
i corner of Nassau 

street and Grafton 

street our consent 
was given io the 

Corporation’ s 

request. But it is the 

duty of the governing 

body of the College, 

as trustees for its 

property. before con- 

senting to surrender 

any part of its site, 
to inquire first whether a real necessity 
exists for the concession which is asked ; 
secondly, whether the plan proposed will 
effect the desired objects; and, thirdly, 
how it will affect the architectural design 
and appearance of the buildings, of which 
not only the College, but also the citizens 
of Dublin are justly proud. 

QUESTION OF URGENCY. 

The first question, then, is as to the 
urgency of the need for relieving the con- 
gestion of traffic near the front of the 
College. For the greater part of the 
twenty-four hours this difficulty scarcely 
exists, and vehicles can pass through the 
College to and from Grafton street and 
Westmoreland street with no more than 
occasional momentary stoppage. It is 
only for short periods, a little before and 
after one ulede. and again a little before 
and after five o'clock, that the traffic is 
appreciably congested. Even at those 
hours it is the experience of those whose 
business brings them continually into and 
past the College gates that a stoppage at 
any point rarely lasts a full minute, and 
hardly ever amounts to two minutes. Such 
brief delays may be annoying, but they do 
not sericusly retard the business of the 
city, and as they occur at well defined 
times of the day they can be allowed for 
by an exercise of ordinary prudence. They 
do not seem sufficiently important to 
justify any serious sacrifice on the part of 
the College. 


THE REAL OBSTACLE. 


The next question is whether, and in 
what degree, the measures proposed are 
likely to effect the object in view. The 
Corporation's expert advisers do not claim 
that their scheme wil! relieve entirely such 
congestion as exists in College Green. It 
will affect only a single stream of trafiic— 
namely, that which flows past the front of 
the College towards Grafton street—con- 
stituting, as we are told, about two-fifths 
of the total volume of traffic at this point. 
On the part of the College it is recognised 
that, if the space immediately in front of 
the College gates were widened, this 
southward-flowing stream of traffic would 
be enabled to pass the gates more freely. 

But this would » ot really get rid of the 
present difficulty; it would merely shift 
the congestion to a different point. For 
the real obstacle which this particular 
stream of traffic «counters is not the 
curve of the College railings, but the 
narrowness of the passage between the 
College buildings and the projecting angle 
forming the corner of Lower Grafton street 
and College Green. This “ bottle neck ”’ 
barely allows space for two trams abreast, 
leaving no room for vehicles tc pass on 
either side. As no less than eight different 
tram services ply at short intervals along 
this line, vehicles which have passed the 
College gates will continually be held up 
at this point. 


CAUSE OF CONGESTION. 

The congestion in Lower Grafton street 
during the “ rush hours ” is principally 
due to the fact chat the Nassau street 


corner is used as a halting place for trams 
passing to and from College Green. The

trams closes the ‘‘ bottle neck ' and causes 
an arrest of traffic in College Green, which 
the proposed widening in front of: the 
College will not cure. If it should happen, 
as seems quite possible, judging by te 
present tendency, that the trams are super- 
seded in a few years’ time by the more 
mobile ‘bus service, the congestion at these 
points would probably be reduced to 
vanishing point. But unless and until 
this comes to pass, the only etiective 
remedy for the congestion would be to 
widen the street at the '“ bottle neck.” 
An opportunity of doing so presented 
itself some years ago, when the leases 
of the housee forming the project- 
ing angle fell -n. The Corporation 
at that date had it in its power 


to do as it pieased with this site, and 
might have removed altogether or modified | 


the corner which forms such an obstacle 
to traffic. Even now it would be possible 
to attack the problem from this side, 
though the operation would now be more 
costly to the city. It does not seem reason- 
able that the onus of this matter should 
be thrown on the College, when the Cor- 
poration has long had in its own hands 
a much more effective remedy for the 
existing difficulty. : 


ARCHITECTLUHAI. VALUE. 


We have now fo consider the effect of 
the Corporation's proposals on the archi- 
tectural value of the College facade. This 
is a question which concerns not only 
Trinity College, but al! citizens of Dublin 
who take pride in the architecture of the 
city. The College front forms a part of 
a group of buildings which impress all 
visitors by their beauty and dignity, and 
the fine statues of Burke and Goldsmith 
by the famous Irish sculptor, Foley, add 
greatly to the architectura! design of the 
facade. In order to give these their due 

a consi space must be left 
between the buildings and the street. The 
present arca round the statues is barely 
sufficient for this purpose, and, if it were 
reduced as the Corporation proposes, there 
would be a serious loss to the architectural 
value of the whole frontage.

DIVERTING HEAVY TRAFEIC 


There is another, and very important, 
consideration which suggests that a solu- 
tion of the whole question may be found 
without the necessity of any alteration of 
existing structures. The work now m 
progress on Butt Bridge has at present 
the effect of increasing the volume of 
traffic directed to College Green, and, 
therefore, of accentuating the congestion 
there. But this is only a temporary 
state of things. When the widening 
of Butt Bridge and the _ erection 
of the transporter bridge, authorised 
by the Otreach tas, have been 
accomplished, a great deal of heavy. trafhe 
will be diverted from the Westmoreland 
street-College Green line in other diree- 
tions The policy underlying the Dublin 
Bridges Bill was to develop cifeular 
routes round the city, and thus relieve the 
pressure on the central thoroughfares. 
The evidence before the Private Bills 
Committee which dealt with the matter 
showed that much of: the congestion’ in 
the centre of the city, particularly. in - 
Colleze Green, ‘is due to the trade traffic 
between the quays and the S.W. indus- 
trial quarter, and that firms in that 
region would prefer to send their vans 
and lorries round by circular routes rather 
than through the centre. s 

It was further stated in evidence tha 
it would be a saving of time for north- 
bound traffic coming from the south to zo 
round rather than pass through the city, 
and similarly for the reverse direction. 
There has been as yet no opportunity of 
testing the merits of this scheme. When 
the bridges are constructed and the circu- 
lar routes in operation we shall know 
what effect they will have in relieving the 
traffic in College Green. Until then it is 
scarcely reasonable to ask the College to 
make a sacrifice which may well prove & 
real and permanent injury to itself and 
to the city. and which may be found 
wholly unnecessary. 


“NO REAL NEED.” 


The second request put forward by the 
Corporation calls for a widening of 
Nassau street by moving back the College 
railings along the stretch between Grafton 
street corner,zand South Frederick street. 

For this proposal there seems to be little 
justification. The flow of traffic round 
the Grafton street-Nassau street corner 
has been considerably eased by the cons 
cession of ground made by the College 
some vears ago. At that time the Cor- 
poration undertook that cabs) and cars 
would no lonzer be allow to stand on the 
hazard between Grafton street and 
Dawson street, but this undertaking 
has not ben carried out. The 
fact that cabs are still permitted 
to remain here, and also between 
Dawson street and South Frederick street, 


shows that no real need is felt for widen- 


ing the street. No serious impediment 


exists between South Frederick street and 


The temporary stoppa 

rush-hours ” at the 

street are dne 
independent at.

the narrowness of Nassau street:— 
(1) vehicles coming from Nassau street 
are held up at intervals to allow the cross- 
stream of traffic to pass up Grafton street; 
(2) the Grafton street-Nassau street 
corners on both sides of the street are used 
as a halting-place by eight tram-services, 
and in the busy hours traffic is blocked by 
stationary trams. 

The scheme for widening Nassau street 
would, we believe, do little to overcome 
either of these obstacles. We are unable 
to find anv reasons for this proposal of 
sufficient weight to justify the sacrifice 
of a considerable amount of zround on the 
part of the College. 

I regret very much that we find our- 
selves unable, after long and careful con- 
sideration, to give our consent to either 
of the projects put forward by the 
Corporation. We should desire to meet 
the Corporaton’s wishes if we felt them 
to be consistent wit’ the best interests 
of the College and the city. Let me add 
that. if vou wish to discuss the matter 
further with us, I shall be glad to meet 
you and other members of the Corporation 
at such a date as may suit the convenience 
of both parties.—I remain, dear Lord 
Mayor, sincerely yours.

Myr. Hartshorn had been under his 
doctor’s care for some time, but his condi- 
tion had given no cause for anxiety. On 
‘Thursday he attended to his duties in 
London, and in the afternoon was a guest 
of the King and Queen at their tea party 
in Backinghats Palace. He left London 
early in the evening for his home at 
Maesteg. Mr. Hartshorn was obviously 
unwell ‘when he got home, and, feeling 
no better yesterday morning, he stayed in 
bed till shortly before noon. Soon after 
rising he collapsed and died. Mrs. 
Hartshorn was with him at the end. 

The news was telephoned to the Prime 
Minister, who informed the Whips at the 
House of Commons. 

FROM PIT TO CABINET. 

Born in 1872 at Cross Keys, Monmouth- 
shire, Mr. Hartshorn was a miner's son. 
He began as a worker in the pits, 
but was interested in industrial and 
political movements, and by 1905 he was 
appointed Miners’ agent at Maesteg. His 
shoin to the Executive Council of the 
South Wales Miners' Federation followed, 
and during the European War he served 
on the. Coal Trade Organisation Com- 
mittee and the Coal Controller's Advisory 
Committee. Mr. Hartshorn was returned 
as Labour member for the Ogmore 
Division of Glamorgan in the general 
election of 1918, and he represented that 
constituency to the end. 

For over twenty years he was an active 
member of the South Wales Minere’ 
Federation, and in 1921 he succeeded Mr. 
William Brace as President. 

THE SIMON COMMISSION. 

During his twelve years in Parliament 
he was known as an effective speaker. He 
was Postmaster-General from January to 
October, 1924. He went to India as 
Labour representative on the Simon Com- 
mission, and on his return succeeded Mr. 
J. H. Thomas as Lord Privy Seal in June 
of 1930. Mr. Hartshorn’s most important 
work was that which he did as a 
member of the Simon Commission... He 
himself regarded the Commission’s. task 
as the greatest-to which any seven men 
had ever set their hands. As miners’ 
leader, he earned the reputation of a 
sound and moderate man: his advice was 
valued. no less in the House of Commons 
than in the Miners’ Federation.

HE prize money for the Irish Hospitals 
£ Trust’s Sweepstake on the Grand 
National has reached £850,000, and the 
fund will amount to £1,000,000 if £30,000 a 
day is <ubscribed during the next five days. 
It is believed that the £150,000 which is 
required to make the round sum will be paid 
in by March 18th. Aiter that date no further 
subscriptions will be received for the Grand 
National Sweepstake. 

The prize-drawing will take place on March 
24th. It will differ from, the last prize 
drawing in some ways. he counterfoils 
drum is nearly twice as large as/that used 
in November last, and has doors, whereas 
the last had only ten. Inside each of these 
ac ors is a silk diaphragm to prevent counter 
foils from escaping while one is being drawn 
cut, and the doors are fitted with snap locks 
instead of scréws, 


THE DRAWING, 

The withdrawing of counterfoils from the 
drum, and of the names of horses from the 
small crystal drum will not be made by blind 
toys on this occasion, but by hospital rurses. 
There are 446 prizes to be drawn for the 
Grand National Sweepstake, as against 79 
on the November Handicap. It is, therefore, 
necessary ihat the pace of the draw should 
be expedited, and, in order to secure this, a 
number of nurses from the hospitals partici- 
pating in the ‘‘sweep’’ will be selected to do 
the drawing by General O’Duffy, who will 
superintend the prize-drawing.

In the sweepstake ' Press Bulletin'’ it is 
related that this week a business house in 
Dublin was astonished to receive from Enc- 
land a stoutly-built cage containing a well- 
fed, happy-looking carrier pigeon. As they 
were not bird fanciers thev failed at first to 
understand why thev should “ get the bird” 
in this fashion. However, one of the firm 
somehow managed to connect the matter up 
with the Hospitals’ Trust and brought the 
cage to the office. 

Investigation led to the discovery of a 
secret compartment containing a substantial 
sum of money and corresponding counterfoils.

PUBLICAN’S CONVICTION 
AFFIRMED.

John Barnes, ‘icensed vintner, 42 Parnell 
street, Dublin, appealed from a conviction and 
fige of £3 by the District Justice on a charge 
of having illege lly sold drink to Josephine 
Ryan, of Cole’s lane. 

The evidente of Sergeant Hayden was that 
he saw the publican hand out to the woman 
a small bottle of whiskey. The shop door 
was closed at the time, and the defendant 
was standing beside it. 

Defendant denied that he handed out any- 
thing to the woman at the time specified. 

Josephine Ryan stated that she went to the 
door and asked Mr. [Parnes for a ‘“‘ baby 
Power,” which she wanted as medicine. He 
refused to give it to her, and she went away. 

Margaret O'Connor, Lower Dominick street, 
stated that the sergeant brought her to de. 
fendant’s house on the night in question. She 
had two bottles of stout under her shawl 
which she got, not at Barnes’s, but two doors 
lower down, ‘That was about 9.25. She aleo 
had two jugs for milk under her shawl. and 
when the serzeant opened her hand he found 
10d. in it. She had not got any drink from 
defendant’s house. 

The Judge said that he did not believe 
the evidence of the defendant or his witnesses, 
and he affirmed the conviction. He also re- 
fused the application to remove the endorse- 
ment on the licence, there being several pre- 
viovs convictions against the defendant.

KILLED BY ELECTRICITY. 

Mrs. Kate Hutchinson, Tramore, Co. Water- 
ford, applied for compensation, under the pro- 
visions of the Workmen’s Compensation Act, 
for the loss of her son, Michael, who was 
killed while in the employment of the Irish 
Electrical Construction Company, whose head 
office is in D’Olier street, Dublin. he dead 
youth, who was aged 20, was working at 
Mullingar on July 4th last, at some electrical 
operations. He was up a pole, and, slipping, 
he grasped a live wire, which killed him. He 
was the chief support of his widowed 
mother, and of his brothers and sisters, who 
are minors. His wages were 35s. a week. 

The defence was that Hutchinson had 
neglected the \arning of his employers to 
avoid coming into contact with the live wires, 
and, theretore, that the accident did not arise 
out of his normal employment. 

The Judge held that a definite prohibition, 
that he was not to ascend a pole while the 
wire attached to it was alive, was neglected, 
and said he, therefore, had to refuse the ap- 
plication..
